called stage whisper. It reaches the 
ear not only of the person to whom the 
confidence is addressed bnt also of 
hundreds of people besides. This is 
attributable to the fact that Paris Is

roof, with a couple of ample stair- 
cases leading np thereto.

A SUN SURFACE. 


Hlr Htmrj BFHemer Tells of the Fcllar* 


nf »n Experiment. 


Sir Henry Bessemer, the well-known 


inventor of the steel process which 
bears his name, tells how he tried to 
construct a "sun furnace" and failed. 
HisJuventlon, says the Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch, was intended to revolutionize 
not only the science of metallurgy, but 
the whole world It was to attain a 
temperature of nearly sixty thousand 
degrees, and therefore fuse anything 
and everything, and Sir Henry puts 
the blame of its failure to fulfill these 
expectations on the stupidity of a 
country lenstnaker. The "sun furnace" 
consisted of a wooden building- thirty- 
feet high and about twelve feet square. 
A few feet from the ground was fixed 
a large inclinable mirror for catching 
the rays of the .sun; from this mirrer 
the rays were to be reflected onto a 
number of powerful -super imposed 
lenses above which, by a simple ar- 
rangement, were to throw the enor- 
mously concentrated rays upon what- 
ever object miffht be in the crucible 
below Hush was the mighty plan, but 
the manufacturer of the upper glasses 
brought it miserably to naught, for in- 
stead of turning them out uniform he 
made them all different and thus 
spoiled the focus. Sir Henry was so 
disgusted and disheartened that he re- 
fused to go over the ground again and 
so the pretentious scheme lapsed, but 
the peculiar furnace remains to this 
day a remarkable monument of what 
might have been.

The rabbits came out of a 
wood and destroyed a field of barley 
The owner of the crop sued the ownej 
of the wood for damages It was de- 
cided that the plaintiff wasnotentitlw 
M damages unless the defendant hal 
by artificial propagation increased th 
number of rabbits on his land to buc1 
an extent as to be a nuisance. Ee ws 
not liable, even though he had in 
creased the number of rabbits by kill- 
ing off their enemies. The only rem- 
edy in possession of the man who lost 
his barley was to_ kill the rabbits 
which came upon the place. 
But this 


has to be done with due regard to a 
somewhat complicated game law. The 
killing must be done by the farmer or 
by one member of his household com- 
missioned by him in writing or "em- 
ployed for reward to kill rabbits." In 
killing the rabbits the use of poisons 
or spring guns is prohibited and fire- 
arms cannot be used at night.

How It Was Oono at Paotlav 
In a recent usue of the Springfield 


Register appeared the following pan- 
rraphon the action ot the county board 
in making the state fair appropriation: 


The Peoria county supervisors on Tues- 


day voted "860,000, or as much thereof 
as is necessary" to purchase the 100 acres 
ot land required by the State Board of 
Agnonltnre for state fair purposes, and 
authorized the appointment of a com- 
mittee "to negotiate and perfect the 
purchase of each land at the lowest price 
for which the same can be obtained." It 
will be seen by this that Peoria is not as- 
sured of having even a hundred acres ot 
land to off-set the 160 acres already 
owned and partly flttso up by Sanga- 
mon county; while tins oounty has pro- 
vided not only the 160 sores of land ad- 
joining this city, but appropriated 859,- 
UOO additional.

floor, painted a yellowish brown in 
streaks, and described the location of 
the furniture. The defense objected 
to the ill-smelling trunk being brought 
again within the range of the jurors' 
noses. So Hatfleld walked to the 
other 
side 
of 
the 
court 
room, 


examined the trunk and came back 
to 
say 
it was 
exactly like the 


one he sold Simonds. He also identi- 
fied the frame of the satchel taken 
from the sewer and the lock and key 
belonging to the trunk. He even iden- 
tified the rotten imitation leather stuff 
which the statchel was made of, and 
which was found with Cronin's clothes. 
The cross-examination did not affect 
his story. 


At this point court adjourned until 


to-morro w.
